DECISION ON 
MINE STRIKE 
BRINGS HOPE 


Attorney-General Rules 
Colorado Miners Have 
Gone Out Illegally 


DENVER, Nov. 5. Backed by 
an opinion by Atty.-Gen. Boatright 
that the strike of miners in the Colo- 
rado coal fields is illegal, members 
of the State Industrial Commission 
are hopeful tonight that the miners 
can be induced to return to work 
and then submit their claims for arbi- 
tration in manner prescribed by law. 

Atty.-Gen. Boatright's opinion, de- 
livered today, holds that the strik 
has not been called legally, inasmuch 
as the men who signed the strike no- 
tice are not representatives of the 
miners. The opinion says that the in- 
dustrial commission has the power 
to file informations if violation of the 
industrial law comes to its notice and 
that it also has the authority to seek 
injunctive relief in the courts. 

e newly formed State law en- 
forcement department got its first 
touch of action in the Southern 
Colorado coal fields early today. 
Chief Louis N. Scherf and his fifteen 
men, deputy sheriff« and mine guards 
used fists, pick bandles and pistol 
butts against strikers at Berwind 
Canon in Las Animas county. The 
strikers, about 500 in number, over- 
whelmed the officers and marched to 
the store at Berwind but the offi- 
cers prevented the holding of a mass 
meeting there. However, neither of 
the Colorado Fuel and Iron Com- 
pany mines in the Nanon—the To- 
basco and Berwind—-worked today be- 
cause of the demonstration.

EEPING UP WITH EDUCATION 

The University of North Carolina has 
determined that its graduates shall not per- 
mit their minds to slip back into darkness 
nor even into the twilight of indifference 
and careless conformity to the demands of 
ordinary culture. Nearly all colleges main- 
tain contact with their graduates for the 
purpose of alumni funds and athletic inter- 
est and a few have cultivated the graduate 
geld with the circulation of academic pub- 
lications as the major aim, but the exten- 
sion of the academic culture beyond the 
campus is practically new so far as alumni 
are concerned. Heretofore, extension 
courses have been prepared, for persons un- 


able to engage in regular courses. Amherst, 


Vassar and Smith have taken some note of 
the fallure of graduates to continue their 
cultural ideals, but North Carolina is the 


‘first to organize a comprehensive plan to 


continue the academic contact of alma 
mater with graduates. Under the leader- 
ship of Daniel L. Grant, a committee has 
reported its plan to the Carnegie Corpora 
and will be supported by that institu- 
launching its cultural mission.

The classical scholar of 
the Windy City suggests that even the high- 
ly educated citizens of this country are too 
susceptible to the sway of rhetoric.

NDUSTRIAL DECENTRALIZATION 

The estimated value of properties in 
the State of Washington is more than 
$5,000,000,000 while Oregon, with an area al- 
most 60 per cent larger, embraces proper- 
ties with a true valuation of less than 
$3,500,000,000. This comparison is made by 
Dr. H. T. Morgan, president of the University 
of Tennessee, in the exposition of his theories 
on industrial decentralization. Dr. Morgan 
states, and appears clearly to prove, that in- 
dustry has a wholesome effect upon agri- 
cultural development as well as upon asses- 
sable values of the general community. In 
the- case of Washington and Oregon, Dr. 
Morgan shows that Washington increases 
its value by manufacturing to the value of 
$188,000,000 while Oregon in the same way 
adds only $99,000,000. On first blush, one 
would expect to find in these figures proof 
of Oregon’s adherence to a favored agricul- 
tural program, but Dr. Morgan staves off 
this conclusion with the disclosure that in 
Washington agricultural value is 29 per cent 
higher thay in Oregon. His ultimate con- 
clusion that the addition of industry to agri- 
culture raises agricultural value is con- 
vineingly logical. 

Dr. Morgan argues that the comparative 
poverty and wealth of adjoining sections 
which appear to have equal original ad- 
vantages can be attributed to unequal dis- 


tribution of industry. He supports his 


theory with figures based upon sections of 
varying prosperity, as in the case of Wash- 
ington and Oregon, and sections of opposite 
fortunes. Decentralization of industry, he 
declares, is the solution of more equitable 
conditions of prosperity. 

He advocates the retention by heavy in- 
dustrialized sections of all the manufac- 
tories they now possess, but suggests that 
they bring their agriculture up to the bal- 
ance, thus doing their share in general 
service to common prosperity, and with this 
should go hand in hand a definite move- 
ment to extend manufacturing into sections 
now given wholly to agriculture. This is 
now entirely possible through the agency of 
electrical power. Already industry is tak- 
ing wing into new localities and the sage 
theory of Dr. Morgan may prove itself 
through the inevitable evolution of the 
economics of industry and agriculture.

“Does American art pay?” said a.

For years Seymour Th painted 
all weg portraits in Paris. Americans 
went over to be painted by him, but 
he received ag good prices from the 

Europeans as from his compatriots. 
Thomas has painted many — 
men and women. and 
Americans. He has been — at 
La Crescenta for a number of years, 
and people are still coming. from 
north, south and east to be nted 
by him. though long ago an- 
nounced himself as “retired”—and 
meant it. Neale Ordayne, too, is a 
Los Angeles painter who 
made his way with his brush in 
Paris even as a student. 

“Many Americans like to buy 
abroad,” os the landscape paint- 
er I spoke of above. “They want 
an artistic souvenir of their trip, or 
they like to buy in Paris straight

can painter. I have exhibited land- 
scapes at the Pennsylvania Society 
of Fine Arts, the New York Society 
of American Artists, and the Chicago 
Art Institute.

GOOD MARKET IN PARIS 

This testimony as to the market- 
able value of pictures by Americans 
shown in Paris has been corroborated 
more than once to me by other art- 
ists. Fannie E. Duvall, who came 
back to Los Angeles directly after 
the war, declares that she has al- 
ways sold more pictures in Paris than 
in Los Angeles. Helena Dunlap, now 
sketching with Henrietta Shore in 
Mexico, has said the same thing more 
than once. 

“The greatest painters of the world 
compete at Pittsburgh.

Garage Aide 
in Parking 
Shopper’s Car 


Solving to a great extent the park- 
‘ng problem for shoppers in the down- 
town district, the May Company now 
has in full operation a great garage 
with a capacity of 1000 cars, within a 
block of the big store. The garage, 
which is open for use of the general 
public, has its entrance on the west 
side of Ninth street, midway between 
Hill.and Broadway. 

A visit was paic to the garage last 
week by a party from the White Auto 
Company, distributor of the Auburn 


line. They were taken through the 


great structure and heard details 
of the system of handling cars ex- 
plained. 


Patrons drive in and turn their 


cars over to an attendant, of which 
there are about thirty. They are giv- 
en checks for their cars and each 
check bears a stall number where the 
cars are parked until called for. 

The garage covers three floors be- 
low the street level and five above. 
Two great circular ramps connect all 
the floors and the roof. One is used 
for incoming cars and the other for 
outgoing so there is no confusion 
or delay even though a car may be 
parked on the lower basement floor or 
on the top story. 

The May Company charges 25 cents 
an hour for the first hour the car is 
parked and five cents for each addi- 
tional hour. However, if the owner 
makes a purchase of a dollar or more 
at the May Company store the 25- 
cent charge is refunded and the first 


hour’s parking costs nothing. In ad- 


dition the store bas a system of quick 
delivery of parcels to garage patrons. 
One can obtain goods at the store 
and in fifteen minutes the purchases 


owner. 

The company maintains a service 
department where automobiles will be 
cleaned, washed, polished or supplied 
with oil and gasoiine while the owner 
is busy elsewhere 

This garage is said to be the first 
of its kind in the West and its pa- 
trons are growing in number dally. 
The average length of time cars are 
parked there is about two hours, at- 
tendants stated, which indicates that 
shoppers are taking advantage of. its 
central location and quick, safe serv-

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Beating the Importer in His Own Bailiwick 


California Walnut Growers Showing Foreigners a Few Tricks in Merchan-

is the chief port of entry for imported nuts, 
and in face of the fact that many of the-for- 
eign-born Wopulation have a personal bias 
toward the’products of their native lands. 
This growing popularity of the California 
crop is a classic illustration of what a good 
marketing system can do for growers, es- 
pecially when competition is keen. , 

Roughly speaking, the production of Cal- 
ifornia walnuts has increased four-fold dur- 
ing the last. quarter century, which means 
that per capita cohsumption has increased 
considerably. For the last five seasons, 
counting 1927, the California walnut crop 
has averaged around 28,000 tons annually. 
Imports have averaged about 21,000 tons, 
divided quite equally between shelled and 
unshelled, so the imports in terms of nuts 
in the shell have been practically as large 
as the California crop. 

The higher tariff now in force helps to 
even up the situation and, in a season like 
the present one, will tend to keep out im- 
ports, but in a short crop year, like 1926, 
has relatively little effect. The duty is 4 cents 
per pound on walnuts in the shell, and 12 
cents per pound for shelled walnuts. 

Contrary to a widespread belief, imported 
walnuts are not all inferior. Some of them 
compare very favorably with the best ud - 
ded varieties. The French Grenoble dis- 


. trict, for example, supplies nuts of excellent 


quality, and other French districts supply 
a fair to good grade. The Italian Sorrentos 
are likewise of good quality, although not 
especially attractive in appearance. Con- 


siderable quantities of walnuts are also re- 


ceived from Rumania, Chile and Manchur- 

fa. These run quite irregular, but practt- 

cally nothing is allowed entry which does 
grade 85 per cent sound. 


STRONG COMPETITION 


Walnut meat imports give greater com- 
petition than the nuts in the shell, because 
of the big volume and the uniformly light 
color of the best French imports. A ten- 
dency to run quite a high percentage of 
amber colored meats is perhaps the great- 
est defect of California walnuts. The met- 


ropolitan demand calls for light meats, 


which gives importers a slight advantage. 

Indirectly, at least, walnuts get consider- 
able competition from other varieties of 
nuts; both imported and domestic. Import-

of the output is anunally sent by water at a 
considerable saving. 


Practically all of the domestic receipts 
in the metropolitan district are marketed 
through the California Walnut Growers’ As- 
sociation, and even its closest competitors 
admit that this organization has made a 
good job of it. Some of the improvements 
in distributive methods, which competitors 
attribute to the exchange, are the elimina- 
tion of miscellaneous odd varieties, and an 
improvement in average size. At one time 
California walnuts did not compare any too 
favorably with imported, but today they 
average better than any of the imported, 
with the possible exception of the Frenca 
Grenobles. 

Possibly the greatest aid to promoting 


sales has been the polishing and bleaching 
of the nuts so that they have a uniform ap 
pearance. Most of the imported stock looks 
unattractive by comparison, and the con 
sumer is willing to pay a premium for ap- 
pearance. Especially so, since he has 
learned that the quality inside is on a par 
with the appearance outside. Importers pol- 
ish walnuts to some extent, but they do not 
bleach so far as can be ascertained. 
BRANDING SELLS E 

The perfection of the branding processes, 
so that the best nuts bear the brand mark 
of the association, has also proven a good 
selling point. This eliminates any possibil- 
ity of selling poorly graded imports as Calli- 
fornia walnuts. Not infrequently in the 
past, when walnut prices were low, retail- 


dealers. 


ers and peddlers have purchased stocks of 
cheap nuts, hung out banners inscribed 
“California walnuts,” and sold at bargain 
rates on the California reputation. Brand- 
ing will stop this practice. It will do more 
than that, though, for it stamps the article 
superior in the eye of the consumer. The 
public realizes that no good merchant or 
manufacturer makes a poor article conspic- 
uous. 

The sale of nut meats in the superior va- 
cuum-packed containers affords an excellent 
outlet for certain classes of stock. At pres- 
ent the shelled nuts are not so much of a 
factor on account of imports, but they wili 
doubtless find favor as the public becomes 
aware of the uniformity of the pack. 

Persistent advertising has, of course, 
helped to keep the ‘Diamond Brand” before 
the public eye. Undoubtedly the advertis- 
ing has been a big sales promoter. Educat- 
ing the retailers in better merchandising 
methods has also aided the distribution, and 
so has stressing the valué of walnuts as an 
all-around food product rather than a holl- 
day luxury. 

' WORKS THROUGH BROKERS 


The channels of distribution in the nut 
trade are analagous to those in the citrus 
fruit or deciduous fruit trade. The Califor- 
nia Walnut Growers’ Association differs in 
one important respect from the other big 
California exchanges, in that it maintains 
no salaried representative and branch of- 
fice in New York, but works through inde- 
pendent brokers. The system appears to 
give equally good results, although it does 
not keep the name of the association before 
the trade quite as much, perhaps. The A- 
mond Growers’ Association recently aban- 
doned this practice, and now has its own 
branch office. 

Sales are made to wholesale grocers and 
to jobbers, who in turn sell to the retail 
confectioners, bakers and others 
who use walnuts in any form. Some of the 
larger chain stores are sold direct, the same 
as jobbers or wholesale’ grocers. 

Besides the regular retail dealers who car- 
ry walnuts and walnut. meats in stock, there 


has arisen a class of retailers who special- 


de in nuts. At least a half dozen of these 
have expanded into chain systems, and un- 


doubtedly their attractive displays and mod- 


erate prices have stimulated the sale of 
nuts. Bakers, confectioners, and candy 
manufacturers are also large buyers of wal- 
nut meats. 

Distribution is ‘carefully | planned so that 
all parts of the country are given the prop- 
er amounts. There is no playiag the New 
York market in a ‘speculative manner, as 80 
often occurs with cantaloupes or lettuce. 
Ne exact figures are available to show the 
quantities of California walnuts consumed

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Crop System 


SANTA MARIA—A crop survey just 
completed by Clarence L. Nielson, hortti- 
cultural inspector, indicates that the Santa 
Maria Valley is no longer a ofiecrop dis- 
trict. Previous to this year, lettuce has 
been the dominating crop in this section, 
but growers have learned that a variety of 
crops, properly rotated, are necessary to 
keep up the fertility of their soils. 

The survey made by Mr. Neilson shows 
that the valley lettuce acreage this year has 
decreased nearly 50 per cent, while the 
acreage planted to other vegetables, notably 
cauliflower; carrots and tomatoes, has in- 
creased materially. But 1211 acres have 
been planted to fall lettuce this year, com- 
pared with 2000 acres in 1926, while the 
cauliflower acreage is 1208, in comparison 
with 563 acres last year. Carrots have 
been planted on 1088 acres this fall, while 
but 499 acres were planted in 1926. The 
ccreage planted to other vegetable crops 


* 17; spinach, 15; turnips, 13. 

An experiment of transplanting caulifiow- 
er early in the fall has proven very success- 
ful and the method is generally followed by 
growers this season, according to Mr. Niel- 
son.

The following percentages, based on fig- 
ures of the grower’s deliveries to their local 
warehouse, will serve to illustrate the rela- 
tive proportions of the several varieties as 
planted in the Paso Robles district: Non- 
pareil, 48; IX. I., 5; Ne Plus Ultra, 8; 
Drake, 21; Texas, 13; Peerless, 4. 

The Nonpariel has proved itself to be the 
best of all varieties for California, from the 
standpoint of commercial value as well as 
bearing habit. The I. X. L. has gained spec- 
ial popularity because of its attractive ap- 
pearance in the shell. The Ne Plus Ultra ts 
one of the most extensively planted com- 
mercial almonds in California. It is consid. 
ered especially valuable as a pollenizer of 
Nonpariel.. The Drake almond owes most of 
its popularity to its value as a pollenizer for 
other varieties, particularly the Nonpariel. 
The Texas usually escapes spring frosts on 
account of its late blooming season, and 
consequently averages good crops. It is 
considered a good shelling variety, as the 
kernels are plump, attractive in appearance, 
and fairly well suited to the confectionary 
trade. The Peerless has been planted to a 
considerable extent as a pollenizer of the 
Nonpariel. It has a light colored, smooth 


shell, is attractive in appearance and finds © 


a ready market. 

The fact that only one-half of one pet 
cent of all the almonds grown in the Paso 
Robles district is of odd varieties speaks 
well for the foresight of the growers in se- 
lecting only the best commercial grades. 
Odd varieties are not readily disposed of 
and their culture has been discontinued 
for that reason. 

Tt is early yet to predict what next year’s 
crop, barring the unexpected, may be, al- 
though good promise is found in the buds, 
which form in the fall of the year, and 


which now need only a normal rainfall (18 


inches) and freedom from late spring frosts 
to bring a prophecy of a plenteous harvest. 
Meanwhile the work in the groves must go 
steadily onward. The almond in this sec- 
tion is grown without irrigation, and the 
tree depends for its well-being not alone 
on the supply of rain, but upon thorough 
cultivation in order that all moisture may 


be retained during the long dry season of 
summer. 


Lettuce Acreage Large 

Reports from the Imperial Valley show 
no indication of a reduction in the 1927-28 
head lettuce acreage, according to a bulle- 
tin just issued by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics of the United States Department 
of Agriculture, co-operating with the State 
department of agriculture. Last season a 
total of 34,000 acres were planted to lettuce 
in the Imperial Valley area, for which 11,- 
160 cars were rolled. With market condl- 
tions favorable, this year’s yield should to- 
tal at least 5000 cars more than last year’s, 
say reports. Cauliflower and celery acre- 
ages in the State are also reported larger 
than usual, with excellent yields in pros- 
pect.

Use Cement Mixer for 
Poultry Mash 


CHULA VISTA.—Several poultrymen in 
Chula Vista are using a very ingenious lab- 
or-saving device for mixing wet mash. A 
cement mixer, operated by electricity, is 
fitted up with a pair of knives, which are 
operated when the mixer is in motion. 
These knives are so arranged that they 
scrape the mixture of water and mash 
from the sides of the mixer, and in that 
way keep the wet mixture in motion. Oc- 
casionally a spatula has to be psed to 
clean the inside of the mixer. 


E. E. Rogers of El Cajon, has for years 
used a shallow trough, such as Masons use 
in mixing small quantities of cement. He 
soaks rolled barley in a solution of semi 
solid for several hours. This is dumped 
in the trough, and enough mash added to 
take up all the superfluous moisture. To 
this he adds about a third of the daily por- 
tion of cut green feed. He states that in 
this way the hens are prevented from fill- 
ing their crops with a pasty mixture, as the 


green feed keeps the mixture from being 


sticky and getting packed down. Mr. Rog- 
ers has used this system for years with very 
satisfactory results.

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Great Live-Stock Year Ahead

ACK to fundamentals, the live-stock 
B business has come into its kingdom 

once more, with profitable prices to 
both growers and feeders, and with the pro# 
pect that fat prices will increase during the 
next eight months. It has made the change 
from loss to profit margins in the face of 
slow “city times,” a coming Presidential 
year, and branch banking that refuses to 
enthuse over live-stock paper. 


There is a cry that “farming” and “farm 
ers” are solving “their own” problems, 
without legislation, but that solving, it 
should be noted, has been done by the in 
exorable law of supply and demand, through 
shortage, and the consequent higher prices. 
From the city angle this is a dangerous 
method of solving agrarian ills. Two poli- 
cles exist in agrarian food supply—one to 
force a shortage and thereby get a fan 
price for the product, the other to improve 
production to handle a greater volume on a 
closer margin. Finance and cities have 
forced the first method, when by a fair 
distribution of increasing returns to food 
producers they could have stimulated the 
latter method. 


Three to five million head of a national 


replacing calf crop, less than the national 


slaughter of cattle and calves, has been a 
fact for several years. The slaughter of 
breeding cows held off. the realization of an 
acute shortage which has existed for some 
years and which now is a fact to be Yaced. 


Sheep are in a strong position with a na- 
tional market exceeding demand, and with 
a product, lamb, which meets all the mod- 
ern requirements of a life spent in apart- 
ments and autos by a city majority. Hogs 
are steady, at good prices now throughout 
the Middle West, and $1.50 higher per hun- 
dredweight in the West, this figure repre- 
senting the freight difference to bring in the 
85 per cent of its pork needs the West im- 
ports. 


The grass ranges of the West have been 
good and feed has been plentiful. The peri- 
od of drought has been changed to a time 
of plenty, and the bulk of the range country, 
short of cattle and sheep after the liquada- 
tions and droughts, wants to restock. The 
Southwest has, in my opinion, less than 50 
per cent of the total cattle of 1915, with a 
greatly increased number demanded nation 
ally. Texas, with its six million cattle, has 
approximately 25 per cent of all western 
beef cattle. The Texas lots are affected by 
large owners who have recently made enor- 
mous profits through oil discovery and farm 
aud development in the Lone Star State. 
These men have the knowledge, the grass, 
the cattle and the money, together with the 
inclination to buy more cattle.

Coming down to bed rock, fifty great west- 
ern cattlemen could today combine and un- 
til enough foreign beef was imported, make 
the population of the country pay what 
those fifty willed if people continued to eat 
beef. It evens up with the traditional fifty 
bankers who, supposedly could group and 
do anything. The bankers have taught the 
cowmen how to do some things in the last 
few years. There is evidence aplenty that 
a few men in Texas are responsible for the 
present cattle advance, the existing short- 
age having become a reality through their 
buying. This cattle advance should be good 
for three to five years, and is no freak ad- 
vance which may collapse overnight. It Is 
backed by shortage and by the general grass 
situation, as well as by the growing demand 
of thousands who wish now to get into a 
very profitable business, cattle. 


The time of shortage is the time for co- 
operatives, as almost any producer group- 
ing can be successful and dominant if a 
shortage of a product exists. All the 
Southwest seems to prefer “home sale,” and 
the markets have not been conducted on 
broad lines of assisting producers. Rather, 
central marketing has through its ancient 
“live-stock hotel” methods and constant 


charging of all they can for hay and service, 


promoted a general unrest, which has ex- 
tended to Iowa. The bulk of the corn belt 
feeders are bringing in calves direct, and a 
surprising number of hogs and some cattle 
fat are being sold the same way. It has not 
been my idea of the right way, as I have 


thought producers had better work inside 


of existing central markets with their co- 
operative control. 

However the “sell at home” idea has its 
prophets, and these leaders have some 
strong men as disciples, and they seem to be 
gaining ground. “Central markets” are 
surely slipping unless they can show pro- 
ducers they are a help instead of a buyers’ 
paradise. 

THEY’RE ALL HIGHER 

Feeder cattle are higher, but beef is high- 
er, also. The idea seems general that fed 
spring beef will be 12 cents up for steers 
and grass beef 10 cents up. Lambs fed 
will be higher this year as they cost more, 
and feed is higher. 


Wheat and corn and barley are all high- 


er. The wheat growing has in bulk become 
a big money business. Wheat farming, in 
part, has moved out of the ordinary “farm- 
er” effort. It’s a big scale, finance-arranged 
business, in bulk, different fröm corn or 
barley growing. Some powerful finance 
firms are heavily into the wheat and grain 
game. 

Finance has the nose of a bird dog for a 
profit, and it looks as it diversified agricul- 
ture and live stock were due to attract the 
money makers. A good breeding cattle or 
sheep ranch can produce 50 per cent now, a 
very satisfactory margin that should appeal 
to any big interest seeker. Investors have 
a sure opportunity now in California, with 
proper management and ranch selection, in 
cattle, sheep or hogs. 


Lamb Experiment 

To determine the value of cross-breeding 
for spring-lamb production, the division of 
animal husbandry of the University of Cali 
fornia is starting a five-year test at the uni- 
versity farm at Davis, according to Prof. R. 
F. Miller. The college has purchased 125 
yearling Rambouillet ewes from C. A. Kim- 
ble of Hanford, which are to be divided into 
six lots of about twenty each. One lot will 
be bred to a Southdown ram, another to a 
Shropshire, a third to a Hampshire, a fourth 
to a Suffolk, a fifth to a Romney and a sixth 
to a Ramboulllet. It is planned to hold a 
field day at Davis next spring, giving the 
sheepmen of the State an opportunity to 
pass on the various crosses and obtain re- 
sults of the first year’s work.

Those who were looking for exhibits of 
women's work at the big Los Angeles 
County Fair this year were pretty sure to 
view with interest the Goat Division, which 
represented highly intelligent work in ani- 
mal husbandry, done largely by California 
women. In fact the show was probably 
more typical of the modern woman's inter- 
est in fair exhibitions that the displays of 


. needlework and other traditional arts which 


have their place in the Women’s Section. 


The goats made a fine showing. With 
hardly an exception, they were beautiful 


animals, in beautiful condition, sleek aud 
glossy as to coat, good as to lroof and 


udder. Also the ladies proved again that 
care as to feed and strict cleanliness can 
eliminate the unpleasant odor which some 
people associate with the goat.

THE VALUE OF LEAVES 


The question now is this: What is the 
connection between this and pruning? Well, 
pruning must be such as to produce the 
greatest possible number of leaves with a 
maximum strength of structure. “Bearing 
surface” is the term we all hear. Yes, but 
“bearing surface” translated means leaf 


surface. Without plenty of good leaves, no 
plant food will be produced. Without an 
excess of plant food, a tree will not fruit. 
Leaf surface is primarily important. “Bear- 
ing surface” will take care of itself, if there 
is adequate leafage. 

For those of us who have mature trees 
to prune, the problem is to keep the tops 
thinned to let in sufficient light. Smal: 
growth up and down the large limbs is a 
good indication. Long bare limbs—no foli- 
age except a shell—is certain evidence of 
too dense a top. The ground must not be a 
dense shade under walnut trees. When this 
condition exists, thin the top growth. Cut- 
ting bottom limbs. will not remedy the situ-

“Bread” Date Interests 
Coachella Grower 


INDIO.—Tourists, traversing the desert 
sections of the Coachella Valley in endless 


caravan, see many oases that lure them to 


stop. One of the most interesting is the 
Cook Date Gardens on the Palm Springs 
road west of Indio. In 1913 the Cook ranch 
was taken up as a desert claim, and for five 
years the homesteaders battled to bring the 
arid sands into productivity. In 1918, weary 
of bringing tmy shoots through the earth’s 
crust only to see them parched by the hot 
sun, the Cooks cleared off a plot of ground, 
drilled a well and planted 105 Deglet Noor 
date offshoots. Today the Cook Date Gar- 
dens is one of the most productive spots in 
the valley. 


Ten acres of bearing Deglet Noor and 
Thoory date trees on the place last year 
produced heavily and indications are this 
year’s yield will be better still. A majority 
of the bunches this season, according to Mr.

RIVERSIDE.—An estimate of the probable 
crop yield for Riverside county during the 
1927 season has been compiled by Alec Han- 
sen, deputy county horticultural commis- 
sioner. Figures of expected yield are based 
on a “normal” crop, a rather uncertain quan- 
tity, as there seems to be no absolute unit 
of “normal.” However, Hansen asserts that 
his normal figure is not based upon the ex-

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Show This Week

YUCAIPA.—Yucaipa’s Apple show is on 
this week—November 9, 10, 11 and 12. It is 
a beautiful drive up to this lovely apple re- 
gion. One may go from LosAngeles through 
San Bernardino, around past the interesting 
Rainbow Trout Club, and up through Oak 
Glen, or past Redlands and up the county 
road. 


Many interesting features are promised 
beside the great display of apples from 
Yucaipa and the surrounding regions. There 
will be airplane stunts by the Colton flyer, 
W. Mackenzie. There will be an apple pack- 
ing contest, with a prize for the most ex- 
pert packer. A packing plant will be shown 
in operation, so that visitors may see ex- 
actly how the apple is treated from tree to 
box. The storage contest will interest many. 

Storage plants at Ontario, San Bernardino, 
‘Yucaipa and other points are each receiv- 
ing two boxes of 138 Winesaps, which they 
are to take away and keep in storage for a 
year, then produce them at the next apple 
show a year hence. All the space has been 
taken in the big industrial tent. 

W. D. Bosch, the manager, announces 
that boy scouts in uniform will be admit 
ted free. Mrs. F. H. Neely, who is in charge 
of the commissariat, announces a turkey din- 
ner served at the Woman's Club. The Red 
lands High School orchestra will play. Feel 
ing that the women have no need of aids 
to pulchritude, Manager Bosch will have a 
beauty shop for men, with probably a beau- 
ty contest—so that orchardists, as well as 
their apples, may exhibit red cheeks and 
fine complexions. Altogether, it promises to 
be a fine show. 


He Grows'His Own Seed 
3 for Early Cotton 


McFARLAND.—Propagation of the seed 
from one stalk of early maturing cotton, 
selected from a field three years ago, has 
resulted this year in five acres of cotton 
on the L. B. Swan ranch that may bring 
a great improvement in cotton growing op- 
erations in this part of Kern county. An 
earlier maturing variety of cotton is much 
desired here, on account of early frosts 
which kill all unopened bolls, 

Three years ago Mrs. Swan, herself an 
experienced cotton grower, selected a stalk 
of cotton from one of the fields planted 
by Mr. Swan. This stalk was loaded with 
PSpen bolls of extra good quality, while the 
remaining stalks in the field were as yet 
unopened. The seed from this one stalk 
was propagated the next year, the seed 
eaved, and this year Mr. Swan planted 
early, and had to be replanted, Mr. Swan 
states that he has already picked five bales 
from the five acres, and that fully five 
more bales still remain to be picked.

LEMOORE.— Mint growers in the “Island” 
district, are harvesting the second growth 
of black stem peppermint, on 140 acres 
cultivated this season. The second cutting, 
owing to the prevailing dry weather, is 
slightly less than the first, but the hay is 
said to yield a higher percentage of oil. The 
harvesting is much like that of alfalfa. 

The crop is hauled to a distillery operat- 
ed by the Essential Oil Products Company, 
on the M. Crayne place, where the oil is ex- 
tracted. This oil is used in flavoring chew- 
ing gum, syrups, extracts and for medicinal 
purposes. A yield of about fifty pounds of 
oil to the acre was the average reported on 
the first crop, and the second is estimated 
at about thirty-seven and a half pounds. On 
this basis the return to local growers should 
aggregate between $30,000 and $35,000. The 
results of the first year’s experimental crop 
are said to be generally satisfactory, and 
the growing of mint seems likely to become 
a regular industry in this part of Kings 


county. The acreage is to be increased 
next season. 


Be Sure of Load Weight 


Ranchers are warned by the Los Angeles 
county sealer of weights and measures to 
demand a State certificate of weight with 
every delivery of fertilizer or other com- 
modity. An investigation conducted by the 
department, according to Charles M. Fuller, 
county sealer, shows that many ranchers 
are encouraging short weight practices by 
carelessness or indifference in regards to 
weights received. For example, purchasers 
of fertilizer will allow dealers to spread 
truckload after truckload on orchard land 
without any statement of weight until the 
entire job is finished, after which it is too 
late to make a definite check or re-weigh. 
Public weighmasters, all bonded, are lo- 
cated in every part of the county, and 
ranchers are urged to require certificates 
signed by them.

(Continued from Page Seven) 
down furrow after furrow is always avail- 


The first planting was made on five dou- 
ble rows, made up as described. Before 
planting these, water was allowed to run 
slowly down the furrow, so that it soaked 
in well up on the shoulder of the ridge. 
When the furrows wefe ready to cultivate, I 
ran through them with the wheel hoe, with 
the cultivator attachments on, then levelled, 
fined and smoothed the top of the ridges 
carefully. Seed was planted on both shoul- 
ders, close to the water line. 

Turnips, carrots and beets took up the 
first three rows. Both carrots and turnips 
should be planted about an eighth of an inch 
deep at this time, and moist soil pressed 
over the seed. Beets are covered about a 

quarter of an inch deep, or perhaps three- 
eights, if the soll is light and not especially 
moist. Beet seed are large, with a heavy 
sponge-like coating, and draw heavily on 
the moisture content of the soil, so this 
must be ample before plantings are made. 
Two rows of radishes were planted with the 
carrots, for they will be up and off before 
the carrots really get started. 


Next in order came the lettuce and spin- 
ach. The double rows on which lettuce was 
to be planted were made wider than the 
others, to allow room for the heads to devel- 
op. Lettuce seed should be covered but an 
eighth of an inch deep in moist soll, and 
after the plants are about four inches high, 
they should be thinned out to ten or eleven 
inches apart in the row, using the extras to 
fill in where no stand was obtained. It is 
not advisable to thin out turnips or carrots 
in the home garden. Spinach should really 
be given more space than I allowed, al- 
though a double row thirty feet long, as 
I have, will furnish a great many dishes of 
the iron purveyor. The seed should be 
covered about an eighth to a quarter of an 


inch deep. 
I BOUGHT PLANTS 


Secure plants of cabbage and cauliflower 
from a plantsman, if only a few are needed, 
but if a large plot is to be set out, sow 
the seed in a bed about four feet square, 
covering the seed about an eighth of an 
inch deep. Have the soil moist before 
planting, then, after the seedling plants are 
up, they can be flooded. It will take six 
weeks or more to secure plants at this time. 
I stopped along the road and bought mine 
from a market gardener. 

In planting cauliflower and cabbage 
plants, one should draw furrows such as 
were outlined above, only make them thir- 
ty-three inches apart and only eight inches 
deep. Set the plants in the side of the 
rows, or furrows, so that the top of the 
plant just extends above the shoulder. The 
roots need not be covered very heavily. Af- 
ter setting, run the water down the furrows 
to set the roots, and give them enough mois- 
ture to start. After the second irrigation 
(about four or five days later work in the 
furrows and irrigate subsequently in new 
shallow ones drawn between the plant rows. 

And now a few tips on the best varieties. 
The writer always prefers the Purple Top 
Globe turnip because of its edible qualities, 
and the fact that it will remain in the 
ground during the winter months quite a 
time without going pithy. They do not ma- 
ture as rapidly as the Strap Leaf. However, 
I generally plant a few seeds of the latter 
along with the Globe for early turnips. The 
Chatenay and the Danvers Half Long are 
the accepted garden carrots. Market gar- 
deners in heayy soils generally plant the 
Oxheart, but it has a large solid core, and 
is therefore not of the best eating qual- 
ity. Detroit Dark Red and Crosby’s Egypt- 
ian are the best garden beets, while I sowed 
some seed of both the Scarlet White Tip 
and the White Icicle radishes. The Los 
Angeles Market lettuce is the one sort for 


all planting, and I have found the Prickly 


and Bloomsdale Savoy good spinach varie- 
ties for Southern Califoraia.

leafiness, color and foreign material. The 
cutting, whether first, second or third, does 
not establish the grade. Such characteris- 
tics as leafiness, fineness or coarseness of 
stems and presence of foreign material are 
covered in the grade at “United States No. 
1 extra leafy” or “United States No. 2 leafy, 
light grass mixture.” The quality or grade 
when expressed in terms of leafiness, color, 


-texture and purity is a truer guide to feed 


value than the cutting or the region of pro- 
duction, even though the latter may have 
some slight influence. Great variations in 
feed value may occur in alfalfa samples 
from the best regions of production, accord- 
ing to the time of cutting, methods of cur- 
ing and character of weather damage. 
Grades based on the factors of leafiness, col- 
or, purity and texture indicate feed value 
in an approximate manner, though not with 
absolute accuracy. The really important 
variations in alfalfa feed value depend on 
the time of cutting and on the amount of 
clinging foliage, since about 75 per cent of 
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not over 15 per cent foreign matter.

the feed value is in the leaves. Tests in 
Utah show that the leaves and flowers con- 
tain almost three times as much protein, 
more than four times as much fat and a 
half more nitrogen free extract than the 
stems. 

The grades as proposed by Mr. Morgan 
and Mr. Blair are as follows: 

Numerical grades No. 1, 2, 3 and sample 
grade. In addition, there will be special 
grades as “extra leafy” and “extra green” 


(with any numerical grade,) “leafy” with | 


grades No. 2 and 3, and “green” with No. 2 
and 3. Additional remarks may be used, 
such as “fine short stems,” “pliable stems,” 
“hard, brittle stems,” “overripe,” “shattered 
leaves” and “loosely baled.” United States 
No. 1 grade must have 40 per cent or more 
of its leaves, 60 per cent or more of green 
color and not over 5 per cent foreign materi- 
al. United States No. 2 has 25 per cent or 
more leafiness, 35 per cent or more color 
and not over 10 per cent foreign matter. 


The No. 3 grade has less than 25 per. 


cent leaves, less than 35 per cent color and 
Hay

heated, hot, moldy or of distinctly low quall- 
ty, is given a sample grade. 

It seems that to the consumer the United 
States hay standards will serve as a basis 
for purchasing hay on contract, whether 
written or oral. If, then, Mr. Dairyman 
says, “Mr. Jones, I want twenty tons of No. 
1 leafy alfalfa hay,” the specifications will 
insure the delivery of this kind of hay and 
no other. The general experience in Chi- 
cago, Denver and other large hay centers 
has shown that the use of recognized stand- 
ards and disinterested inspection has elim- 
inated many controversies with shippers. 


INSPECTION SERVICE 


The hay-inspection service provides for 
original inspections, secondary inspections 
(made upon request to determine if there 
has been a change in condition) and appeal 
inspections on grades in dispute. These in- 
spections are to be made by licensed and 


trained men whose work will be supervised | 


by the United States Department of Agri 
culture. That this work can be done fairly 
is admitted by all farm leaders, who see no 
difference between this service and the in- 
spection of California fruits, vegetables and 
many other common commodities. 
perience with the grading of these other 
commodities has been to emphasize quality 
and to keep the poorer quality product off 
the market. Hay grading will probably 
serve to put even more of a premium on 
quality hay. 

Other benefits which should result include 
the development of logical market quota- 
tions on hay. This would serve to keep the 
producer informed of market trends and 
would help him to dispose of his product to 
better advantage. 


Hay inspection and the * of 
the Federal hay grades, if adopted il 
absolutely voluntary and may be used by 
those who wish to avail themselves of this 
service. The cost of the grading will be 
nominal and will depend largely on the vol- 
ume of hay handled. In other markets, 
this costs from $1 to $2 a car load. Whether 
the California farmers want this service and 
protection will depend upon themselves. 
The California Farm Bureau Federation 
has promised its membership to seek the 
adoption of this service if the growers want 
it. It is, therefore, up to the alfalfa men 
and dairymen to speak up now and let them- 
selves be heard.

Last year’s crop made a record which fn 
early spring led to extremely optimistic 
predictions for 1927. Nature, however, in 
tervened during the blooming periqd with 
n storm which washed the pollen from the 
flowers and, in some places, caused the 
crop to be lighter than that of the previous 
season. The 1926 crop of 1600 tons was 
estimated to equal in value the combined 
wheat and barley crops of the same season 
in the Page Robles district, and for both 
latter crops Paso Robles is a shipping cen- 
ter. This year’s almond crop amounted to 
about 1200 tons. 


Some growers found their harvests most 
satisfying. Maurice B. Ayars, who has one 
of the finest groves in the district, says he 
harvested a crop of one ton to the acre from 
his one hundred acres. Another fine grove 
of 400 acres, belonging to G. N. Talbot, also 
produced a good crop. ; 


The Associated Almond Growers’ 
tion, which was primarily a land develop- 
ment company, but which now belongs to 
the Almond Growers’ Exchange and mar- 
kets its nuts through that co-operative 
body, has 12,500 acres of almonds in the 
Paso Robles area. A well-known grove is 
that belonging to Ignacio Paderewski, the 
great pianist, and named after him “Rancho 
San Ignacio.”

hillsides, where, spread out for 
in every direction, it makes series of 
interesting panoramas. Lower down on the 
hilisides, as the colder belt is reached, 
many growers have planted their land to 
prunes or grapes. 

Most of the growers belong to the Asso- 
ciated Almond Growers, which now has 
three hundred members. The organization 
is one of twenty-two associations belonging 
to the State associatién of almond growers, 
with offices at San Francisco, and a great 
central warehouse at Sacramento. This 
great marketing body handled 10,500 tons of 
almonds. last year, bleaching, shelling, 
blanching, roasting and marketing them in 
many-sized packages, and forms, as the 
market demanded. It has been largely 


; 


through the services of this co-operative - 


agency that better prices have been main- 
tained, and the tariff upheld, so that inferi- 
or nuts from foreign countries, where ch 
labor would make competition difficult have 
been kept out. It should be noted, too, that 
foreign shipping deals almost entirely with 
the shelled almond, while the California or- 
ganization is making a special effort to sup- 
ply the demand for unshelled nuts, especial- 
ly that at holiday times. 


Much of the recent effort of the State as 
sociation has been directed toward decreas- 
ing the cost of production by eliminating 
handling of the crop, especially with respect 
to hulling methods. The local association 
has a $70,000 warehouse—an imposing brick 
building with a floor space of 75x160 feet 
and a tower containing eight huge bins. It 
is equipped with medern labor-saving ma- 
chinery for the grading, bleaching and sack- 
ing of the crop. . 


THE HARVEST TIME 


After the almonds come in from the groves 
and have made the journey which leads 
from basement to tower of the warehouse 
they are poured into burlap bags from met- 
al chutes, each bag stamped with the trade 
mark of the State Association. They are 
then ready to be loaded into cars bound foi 
the Sacramento warehouse or to markets.

More than 15,000 acres of barley have been 
planted in the Calipatria area this season. 


for land suitable for barley production have 

n unusually heavy this year. Quite a 
number of farmers in this part of the val- 
ley have “switched” from cotton to barley, 
and a number of orchardists are planting 
the crop between rows in their groves. 


Barley is one of the easiest and cheapest 


in the valley. Most growers simply 


disc their lands, broadcast from 40 to 100 
pounds of seed to the acre, and trrigate reg- 
ularly twice a month until the crop ma- 
tures. When planted in September and ear- 
ly October, a majority of growers pasture 
their barley two or three times before it is 
allowed to grow for a hay or grain crop. 
The average grain yield is'from 10 to 20 
sacks to the acre, reports show. 


Buy Oil Now to Battle 
Frost Menace! 


ONTARIO (Cal.)—Oll up and be prepared! 
This farming has been issued by Floyd D. 
Young, government frost expert, who has 
arrived in this district for his winter’s work 
against the frost menace to citrus groves. 
The time for making plans to combat the 


frost wave, said Young, is while the ther 


mometer ig hovering around the 90-degree 
mark. He urges each citrus grower to 
have at least three nights’ supply of oil 
fuel on hand for orchard heuters. 


One nicht's full burning of heaters ip 
Southland orchards would use 1543 carloads 
of oil, according to Young. There are less 
than 500 tank cars available to transport 
oi] from refinery ‘to orchard for replenish- 
ment, and a car could not make a round 
trip in less than forty-eight hours. Ample 
storage in each grove solves the problem, 
he points out. There is plenty of oil for use 
im orchard heaters, but not enough cars for 
emergency hauling when low temperatures 
menace.groves, he says 


Finds Johnson Grass a 
Good Pasture Crop 


GLENDALE (Ariz,)—A local farmer, Max 
Rothpletz, has found that he can make mot- 


ey out of Johnson grass. He says he used_ 


to break his back trying to eradicate the 
roots, but he does not do so any more. He 


has found that the grass does well only on 


cultivated land, and that it soon deterior- 
ates when pastured. 

So Mr. Rothpletz uses his Johnson grass 
for pasture for one year, then, he writes, 
“the second year I turn the sheep in on it 


early in the spring, when the Johnson grass 


is only a few inches-high, and let them eat 
it off right close to the ground. Then I irrt- 
gate again and keep on grazing and irrigat- 


ing with enough sheep to keep the grass 


always short. The first of August I plow 
the land, shallow, and drag it, and the lat 
ter part of August 1 plow it a second time, 
deep. After that I have my land ready 
again for lettuce or cotton, and absolutely 
free from Johnson grass. The pasture 
made me more money, as long as it lasted, 
than any other crop I could have grown on 
the land. I never spend any money for 
cropping Johnson grass, as I think it is too 
expensive and it avails nothing. 

“I generally raise a crop of early lettuce 
first, then grow cotton for two years. By 
that time, the land has enough Johnson 
grass, the seed being washed on with the 


 {rrigation water, to make farming it less 


profitable than it would be for pasture. If 
I don't get a good stand of Johnson grass 
the first year I sow a little alfalfa with it. 
This pasture is good for two years. One 
year for cows, the second for sheep.. Then 
it would be plowed up again and farmed, in 
order to give the Johnson grass a new 
chance.” 


FINAL LIMA PAYMENT 
The California Lima Bean Growers’ Asso 


_ Ciation has just mailed out to its local sec- 


retaries, statements and checks in final set- 
tlement of its 1926 crop pool of regular 
limas. The amount sent oft is reported in 
excess of $575,000, bringing the total net re- 
turn for the season to $5.766 per cwt. As 
the association pays all storage, taxes and 
fire insurance charges as part of its expens- 
es, this return is said to be equivalent to 
about $5.90 per cwt.

jaundice”) the skin may darken to a 
bronze or greenish brown. And there is 
likely to be considerable itching of the skin, 
frequently accompanied by hives and boils. 


Jaundice is usually caused by a catarrhal 
swelling of the gall-duct—the small duct 
that conveys the bile from the gall-bladder 
into the upper intestine. When this little 
tube (not much thicker than a lead pencil) 
is dammed up, the bile can not be properly 
excreted, and a considerable portion of it is 
absorbed into the circulation. This paints 
the skin saffron, It also produces the de- 
jection, or even melancholia, that results 
from the toxic action of excess bile. In this 
condition the liver also develops pain and 
swelling. 

Worry, mental shock, or fright are fre 
quently responsible for jaundice. But the 
most common cause of this thickening of 
the gall-duct is malaria. A judicious avoid- 
ance of mosquito bites is the best preven- 
tive for this variety of jaundice; sea and 
air baths, water treatment a la Kneipp, Just 
and Kuhne, diet a la Ehret and play parks. 


But if the sallowness be due to anemia, 
you must first cure the anemia. Eat plenty 


of good, natural wholesome food. And re- 


member that meat and white flour food 
should never be eaten. Also that tea and 
coffee, used in excess, darken the skin. 


Get sufficient fresh air, day and night. 
Drink plenty of pure water. Leave alcohol 
for those who don’t care about their com- 
plexions and health. be

A.: Waffles of corn meal or whole wheat 
meal may be taken with maple syrup or 
with honey without harm or injury in any 
way, provided that they are thoroughly mas- 
ticated and not taken with any other food. 


Q.: Is gelatine a refined animal glue? 
A.: Gelatine is a refined mineral product. 


Q.: Does it take the place of meat? 

A.: Gelatine is a meat substitute, but 
does not fill the protein demands supplied 
by meat. 

Q.: What will be the results if mixed 


and eaten wtih orange, loganberry and 
other fruit juices? 


A.: The mixture of fruit juices with gela- 


tine is entirely proper, since it is neither 


chemically nor physiologically incompatible. 

Q.: I drink a cup of Sanka coffee once a 
day, FF Is it 
harmful? 

A.: Sanka coffee, as I understand it, is 
supposed to have the greater part of the 
caffeine removed from it by a special 
ess of manufacture.

A.: I cannot answer you satisfactorily 
regarding your condition unless you submit 
an itemized account of your menus covering 
several days at a time. it fruits, vege- 
tables and the whole grain foods are proper 
ly prepared and rightly combined, they 
should cause no flatulency; if wröngly com- 
bined they will almost always produce gas 
and cause much discomfort. Evidently you 
will have to modify or revise your ways of 
eating and living. 

Q.: Does it indicate a weak heart if the 
pulse changes from strong to weak several 
times a minute without being too fast? 
Would it be advisable to fast? : 

A.: Generally speaking, when the pulse 
changes its character several times a min- 
ute without being too fast, it is an indica- 
tion of a disturbed condition of the heart. 
This disturbed condition is usually func- 
tional but may be organic. 

Q.: I have specks and lines on both eyes 
in the form of webs. Have been told by a 
physician that it is a kidney infection; also 
another physician said it was from looking 
at bright objects, but gave me nothing 2 
eliminate the cause.

This does not answer the question of to- 
mato mixtures but it does the combination 
of food in general, to some extent. 

Without going into highly complicated 
chemistry and abstract, unprovable the- 
ores, the best general rules that I make are 
as follows: 


(a) If the food is uncooked and unpro- 
cessed in any way, any combinations will 
do. It is only when we heat or process that 
we alter the chemistry of food. Under such 


circumstances tomatoes will make a free 


mixture with anything, even with uncooked 
cereal. 


(b) With the modern meal, fruit should 


be eaten alone. Tomatoes are in the fruit 
family, really being nothing more than a 


very large berry. 

(e) Milk 6 a complete food and al 
though it has a number of compatible mix- 
tures, nevertheless, in general, it should be 
consumed alone. 

(4) All the cereal by-products, bread- 
stuffs, ete. will mix freely with raw vege- 
tables. When we mix them with cooked 
starch vegetables, however, we usually 


have an over-preponderance of starch.

the others, I shall tell you of the schools, of 
the legal requirements, of the educational 
facilities and of other information relating 
to the healing arts. 

In California the healing professions are 
regulated by State law according to the li- 
cense certificate held by the practitioner. 

At present there are five distinct certif- 
cates being distributed dy the different 
State boards. First we have the regular 
physician's and surgeon's certificate which 
qualifies the holder to practice every form 
of the healing arts—medicine, surgery, ob- 
stretrics, etc. 


To secure this certificate one must take 
four years’ work of four thousand hours’ 
duration in any recognized medical school 
or osteopathic college. The preliminary re- 
quirements are: A good moral character, 
four years’ high school and one year pre 
medical work consisting of physics, chemis- 
try and biology. 

These are the legal réquirements. How- 
ever, in the medical school the qualifications 
are still higher. That is, one must have a 
minimum of two years of physics, chemis- 


| try, biology and one foreign language, plus 
and 


an adequate knowledge of English 
several elective subjects. These require- 
ments are somewhat higher than the legal 
requirements, and thus it is that the ar- 
erage medical student must have two years 
of premedical work whereas the other appli- 
cants for the physician’s and surgeon's cer“ 
tificate need have but one. 

The next certificate is known as the drug- 
The legal 
requirements for this are two thousand 
hours’ work in any recognized school, medi- 
cal, osteopathic or chiropractic. This en- 
ables its holder to practice any drugless art 
—the manipulative therapeutics, physio 
therapy, hydrotherapy, dietetics—practical- 


ly the entire gamut of natural therapy. It 


is under this certificate that I am at pres- 
ent practicing. — 

The legal requirements are two thousand 
hours plus a four-year high-school educa- 
tion. The actual requirements by the oste- 
opathic and chiropractic colleges are four 
years’ high school and usually three thou- 
sand two hundred hours of actual attend- 
ance at school. This is but eight hundred 
hours less than the minimum legal require- 
ments for the physician’s and surgeon's 
certificate. 

To my knowledge there are two or three 
chiropractic colleges and a splendid osteo- 
pathic college in the city of Los Angeles, all 
of which are recognized by the various 
State boards and will qualify for either the 
drugless practitioner's certificate, for the 
osteopathic certificate or for the physician's 
and surgeon’s certificate. 

The choice of any school will depend 
largely upon the ultimate aim of the stu- 
dent. If one wants to practice chiropractic, 

should enter any one of the chiro- 
practic schools. To my knowledge, they 
are all high-grade, qualified before the 


board, thoroughly equipped not only for 
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chiropractic itself but to give him a sound 
training in the basic sciences. They are 
also equipped with every type of physio 
therapy, X-ray and every other form of elec- 
trical or mechanical apparatus. 

The chiropractic State certificate gives 
the chiropractor the privilege of practicing 
the manipulative arts (except osteopathy,) 
diet, hydrotherapy, chiropractic itself, elec- 
trotherapy and massage, and permits him 
to advise his patients in every walk of life. 
It is almost parallel in effect to the drug- 
less practitioner’s certificate except that 
the drugless practitioner’s certificate also 
permits the practitioner to practice ob 
stetrics. .- 

It the student desires Pa secure greater 
power in drugless healing and desires a 
physician's and surgeon's certificate from 
one of the drugless schools, then he should 
qualify himself for the osteopathic institu- 
tion. At present we have one of the finest 


osteopathic institutions in the country right 


here in Los Angeles. It graduates qualify 
for the physician’s and surgeon's certifi- 
cate and are thus privileged to practice 
medicine, surgery, obstetrics, the gy 
healing arts or anything else they teach 
within the law. 

The preliminary requirements for 
trance are four years’ graduation from high 
school and one year premedical work in 
physics, chemistry and biology of collegiate 
grades. These courses, I understand, are 
given at the local institution and may thus

but India. in 1497 Vasco da Gama, after a 
voyage of eleven months from Lisbon, an- 
chored off Calicut. He was well received 
by the Hindu rajah of Malabar, who gave 
him a courteous letter to the King of Por- 
tugal: 

“Vasco da Gama, a nobleman of your 
household, has visited my kingdom, and 
has given us great pleasure, In my kingdom 
there is abundance of cinnamon, cloves, 
pepper, ahd precious stones. What I seek 
from. your country is gold, silver, coral and 
scarlet.” 

His Christian majesty answered by claim- 
ing India as Portuguese territory, for rea- 
sons which the Hindu king could not under- 
stand. In explanation, Portugal sent a 
fleet with instructions to wage war and 
spread Christianity. In 1502 and 1509 the 
Portugese boulevard Calicut; and in 
1560 they introduced the Inquisition into 
India. 

In 1603 the Dutch came, and strove with 
the Portuguese for a chance to trade with 
the Indies. All through the seventeenth cen- 
tury the Dutch drove out the Portuguese, 
and all through the eighteenth century the 
English drove out the Dutch. Many bat- 
tles were fought among them; savage or- 
deals of blood to decide which of them 
should civilize and tax the Hindus. in 
1746 French vultures saw the prey, and 
swooped down upon Madras; for fifteen 
years the English made war agalnet them, 
finally starving them into brotherhood at 
Pondicherry. Meanwhile the Hindus, tak- 
ing advantage of the discord among the 
thieves that were dividing her raiment, 
drove the English from Calcutta, and im- 


‘prisoned 80 many of them in one small 


room (the Mack Hole of Calcutta,“ that 
all but twenty-three out of one hundred 
and forty-six died overnight. A treaty of 
peace was signed, but Clive violated it; 
and by genius and treachery and superior 
killing (calléd “victoriés”) established the 
empire of Britain in India. The Hindus 
were fined $11,700,000 for their unreason- 
able resistance; of this Clive and the Brit- 
ish governor contented themselves with a 
quarter of a million each. This is the 
worst of the story; and one must admit 


that any other modern power would have 


behaved as ruthlessly, and that most of 
the mischief was done by a private corpo- 
ration, the East India Co. Im 1857, after 
the Great Mutiny, the British government 
took India from the company, annexed 
most of the Hindu states, collected taxes in 
ite turn (adding $200,000,000 for the Mu- 


to civilization. 

Today 6600 English officials (escorted 
by an army of 228,000 soldiers) rule 294,- 
000,000 Hindus. The British have intro- 
duced better methods of economic pro- 
duction and political organization; they 
have put an end to infanticide and the 
suttee (which required a woman to be 
buried, sometimes alive, with her dead 
husband.) they have improved transporta- 
tion and begun to guard against famine; in 
many ways they have given the Hindus 
a better government than they might have 
provided for themselves. And doubtless 
India (like the Argentine Republic and the 
United States) has cotton and wheat which 
‘England sorely needs. But how brave 
Pnglishmen, brought up on the finest tra- 
ditions of freedom, can look upon India 
without shame and horror, is one of the 
seven wonders of the modern World. 


Modern tndia 

The picture today is of glory departed. 

The fertile fields are busy with fertile 
natives, laboring to raise rice, tea, cotton 
and wheat to feed and clothe nations of 
which they have never heard. The birth- 
rate is high, but the death rate well nigh 
equals it. Filth is everywhere, and famine 
comes with reliable regularity to keep the 
population down. In 1770, and again in 
1900, the failure of the monsoon rains 
starved half a hundred million. in the 
modern cities, Bombay, Calcutta, Cawn- 
pore, Madras, etc., there are factories in 
early Pmelish style, where weavers and 
other toilers work old-fashioned hours for 
old-fashioned pay. 


The old handicrafts are disappearing as 
the inevitable factory advances: the art! 
sans in silk and rugs and ivory and wood 
are dying out, and their skill is passing 
with them. At Benares hand-made silks, 
woven on domestic looms, are still made 
in small quantity and high quality, and 
sold for great prices, though the weavers 
and embroiderers are paid but a few pen- 
nies a day. At Delhi the finest weavers 
in India are gathered in the factory of a 
native capitalist who justly prides him- 
self on paying the comparatively gener- 
ous wage of 18 cents a day. From the 
province of Cashmere came formerly the 
loveliest shawls in the world; but that 
glory too is gone. | 

The weavers and embroiderers are men; 
for the women are too low in status to 
enjoy access even to the industrial arts. 
Until 1927 the girls were married off by 
their parents at an early age, Sometimes

For though Pnelish 
abolished the suttee in 1829, the Hindus 
make an outcast of the woman who con- 


sents to live while her husband is in the facade 


grave; no one would think of marrying 
her. It is one of a thousand superstitions 
(or intuitions) of the Hindu that a 
wife is always responsible for her hus- 
band’s death. While he lives she is his 
faithful slave; for adultery is not as pop 
ular in India as it is im prosperous coun- 
tries. There are courtesans in India as 
everywhere; but strange to say it is in the 
temples that the Nautch girls do their 
most voluptuous dancing and offer them- 
selves promiscuously to men. 


Education is primitive; and though one 
sees students living lives of service and 
poverty for the privilege of learning the 
Brahmans’ lore, 90 per cent of the men and 
95 per cent of the women are illiterate. 
Perhaps reading is a superfluous accom- 
plishment which in our days of million- 
voiced propaganda has become an im- 
pediment to the acquisition of truth, but 
its rarity in India leaves a very small ell. 
entele for Hindus who would write great 
literature, Since Kalidasa composed his 
plays, far back in the third century, and 
Amir Khusrau, the Moslem poet, sang in 
the thirteenth, India has given no name to 
the world but that of Rabindranath Ta- 
gore; and it is not Hindus who read Ta- 
gore. 

But then, in the midst of universal su- 
perstition and poverty, one comes, at Agra, 
at Dethi, at Ahmedabad, upon some of the 
finest architecture in the world.  Indfa, 
like Egypt and 
weak in painting, barbarous in sculpture, 
and magnificent in architecture. The Mo- 
gul emperors, as an adage has it, designed 
like giants and finished like jewelers.

Of the Mogul architects how shall one 
speak who has not seen their work’? We 
are told of the beauty of Ahmed's tomb at 
Ahmedabad, and of Sheik-Selim's at Fat- 
tehpur; of the palaces of the Moguls at 
Delhi, whose mosaics are rated as the fin- 
est ever made; of the Diwan-i-'-Am, or 
Hall of Public Audience, with its graceful! 
colonnades; above all of the Taj Mafia! 
(that is, “Crown of All Palaces,”) which . 
is called by many architects the most. 
beautiful building in the world. This last 
and greatest glory of the Moguls was 
built at Agra in 1629 by order of Shah 
Jehan to commemorate a wife who had 
died in presenting him with her fourteenth 
child. Jehan brought together, ‘for the 
tasks of direction and design, a Persian, 
Ustad Isa, an Italian, Geronimo Verroneo, 
and a Frenchman, Austin de Bordeaux. 
Judging from other works by the same 
hand in India, it is particularly the last 
name that should be enshrined in the 
memory of those who honor artists more 
than kings. 


Perhaps the West will outlive its im 
perialistic fever, or burn itself out in fra- 
tricidal war, or be left behind. as other 
lands alchemize their soil’s metals into 
gold; and India, which had sages and 
saints when Europe was a waste, may be 
left again to seek truth and goodness with- 
out losing manhood and freedom. hu!

Buddha and the 
Soul of India 


[This is the fifth of 
@ series of articles on 


T FIRST, when 
Buddha left his 


preach his doctrine to 


those who heard him, 
for the religion which 
he announced seemed 
the most irreligious 
atheism. He did not 
speak of God, and he 
did not offer a heav- — 
en; there might be 
many gods, but the 
prayer or sacrifice to 
them; the way con- 
cerned only the soul 
in relation to man. 
Nor was the soul im- 
mortal; it might have 
many lives, in the 
sense of the rebirth of 
many men; yet the 
goal was not the ev- 
erlasting existence of 
the self, but its com- 


to be reborn!—that 

was the supreme boon. 
What, then, did Bud- 

dha teach? Here is 
his “First Sermon:” 

“These two extremes, O monks, are 
not to be practised by one who has | 
gone forth from the world. What are 
the two? That conjoined with passions, 
low, vulgar, common, ignoble and use- 
less; and that conjoined with self-or- 
ture, painful, ignoble, and useless. 
Avoiding these two extremes the Tatha- 
gata (the Buddha) has gained the 
knowledge of the Middle Way, which 
gives sight and knowledge and tends to 
calm, to ‘insight, enlightenment, Nir- 

(1) Now this, O monks, is the noble 
truth of pain: birth is painful, old age 
is painful, sickness is painful, death is 
painful, sorrow, lamentation, dejection, 
and despair are painful. Contact with 
unpleasant things is painful, not getting 
what one wishes is painful 

(2) Now this, O monks, is the noble 

truth of the cause of pain: that craving 
“which leads to rebirth, combined with 
pleasure and lust, finding pleasure here 
and there, namely the craving ‘or pas- 
sion, ‘the craving for existence, the 
craving for nonexistence. 

(3). Now this, O monks, is the noble 
truth of the cessation of pain: the 
cessation without a remainder of that 
craving; abandonment, forsaking, re- 
lease, nonattachment. 

(4) Now this, O monks, is the noble 
truth of the way that leads to the ces- 
sation of pain: this is the noble Eight- 
fold Path, namely, right views, right in- 
tention, right speech, right action, right 

mindful- 


livelthood, right effort, right 


ness, right concentration. 


These are the “Four Truths; to realize 
them is to have “entered the stream,” and 
to be on the way to Nirvana. Add to them 
the “Five Moral Rules” which bind all Bud- 
dists.

legend performed many miracles in the 
ternal mansion. He went also to see his 
wife, who had mourned him and been faith- 
ful to him during his years of fasting and 
preaching. When she saw him she clasped 
his ankles, placed his feet about her head, 
and reverenced him as a god. Then King 
Suddhodana told Buddha of her great love: 
“Lord, my daughter (in-law,) when she 
heard that you were wearing yellow robes, 
put on yellow robes, when she heard of you 
having one meal a day, herself took one 
meal; when she knew that you had given 
up a large bed she lay on a narrow couch; 


and when she knew that you had given up dha 


garlands and scents, she gave them up.” 

Buddha blessed her, and went his way. 
His son, Rahula, came to him now -and 
loved him; pleasant is your shadow, as- 
cetic,” he said; and the Buddha, 
Rahula’s mother had hoped to see him king, 
ordained him into the Buddhist Order. 
Asked to be present at the consecration of 
his half-brother Nanda as heir-apparent to 
the realm, he let Nanda hold his bowl; 
whereupon Nanda, strangely inspired, fol- 
lowed him and joined the Order, abandon- 
ing a kingdom. When Suddhodana heard of 
Rahula’s ordination he was sad, and com- 
ing to Buddha asked a boon, saying: 
* “When the Lord abandoned the world, it 
was no small pain to me; so when Nanda 
went, and even more so with Rahula. The 
love of a son cuts through the skin, through 
the hide, the flesh, the sinew, the bone, the 
marrow. Grant, Lord, that thy noble ones 

may not confer the ordination on a son 
without the ann. of his father and 
mother.” 

Buddha consented, and made such 
mission a prerequisite of all future 
tion. It is a human touch that reconciles 
us somewhat to his abandonment of wife 
and home; but it is regrettable that so 


the family. Confucius was wiser, and saw 
in the loyalty of mate to mate, of children 
to parents and of parénts to children, the 
source of morals and the core of character. 
Many years Buddha wandered from place 
to place, spreading his gospel of Nirvana, of 
peace to be found in the shady groves of 
selflessness, He did not attempt political 
or economic reforms; these things seemed 
secondary to him. He made no effort to 
abolish caste; but when men accepted his 
doctrine they became equals. “As the four 
streams that flow. into the Ganges lose them- 
selves as soon as they mingle their waters 
in the holy river, so all who believe in Bud- 
cease to be Brahmans, Kshatryas, Vais- 
yas and Sudras.” 
He died in 483 B. C., at the age of eighty. 
“Now then, O monks,” he said, “I address 


-you: gubject to decay are compound things; 


strive with earnestness.” They were his 
last words. 


The Rise and Fall of Buddhism 


It is too quiescent a faith for the West 

(or should we say the North,) which pre- 
fers to strive after wealth and power; but 
it pleased a people weakened with heat, 
ground to the earth in poverty, and help- 
lessly subject to famine and invasion. 
In 327 B. C. Alexander, symbol of the 
West, swept down upon India and made it 
subject to his generals and his tax-gather- 
ers. Then Chandragupta, the bold adven- 
turer, after serving his apprenticeship in 
the camp of the conqueror, turned upon the 
Greeks, drove them back over the moun- 
tains, and gave to India the peace that pre- 
pared the way for the anlightgned rule of 
the great Asoka.

that of a republic. It so happened that, in 


this same month of November, 1823, Gov- 
ernor Luis Arguello of California had recog- 
nized the authority of this Mexican Con- 
gress as the head of the State; and hence, 
California was thus prepared to accept Re- 
publican Mexican rule. Under Governor 
Arguello, California next proceeded to 
adopt, on January 7, 1824, a local govern- 
ment for California. In October, 1824, the 
Mexican Congress adopted a regular Con- 
stitution, somewhat on the same lines of 
our own Constitution; and when informa- 
tion as to this reached California, in March, 
1825, California at last felt herself part of a 
permanent and full-fledged republic. 


California Free, Sovereign and 
Independent 


November 6, 1836—Our able Governor, 
Figueroa—from whom our Figueroa street 
is named—feeling his end draw near at 
Monterey, where he lay ill, took it upon 
himself to name temporary heads of the 
State, until Mexico should appoint another 
Governor for it. At that time, both the civil 
governorship and military command were 
vested in one man—himself—but sundry 
California politicians disliked this feature, 
possibly thinking that this was wasting a 
job, and that the two jobs should be held 
by two men. Figueroa was always anxious 
to do his best for California; and whilst he 
was dying, the small clique of perpetual 
job-holders at Monterey so worked upon his 


weakened will, that he assumed authority | 


to divide the governing powers—appointing 
Lieutenant-Colonel Nicelas Gutierrez, the 
ranking officer in California, as military 
chief; and Jose Castro, Third Vocal (Dele- 
gate) in rank, and one of the Monterey 
clique, as Civil Governor of California. 
This done, poor Figueroa expired on Sep- 
tember 29, 1835, and was given a State 
tuneral. 


Faced with the facts and law, Castro sud- 


denly remembered an order that had come 


_ from Mexico City in 1835, requiring both 


jobs to be held by one man; so he now 
had to give up the governorship. But, 
rather than see it go to Southern California, 
he turned the job over to Gutierrez on Janu- 
ary 2, 1836, although by doing so he violated 
two “principles” for which the native poll- 
ticlans were then clamoring, to wit:—keep- 
ing the civil and military governorships 
separate, so as to give two men a job 
each—and “California jobs for Californians” 
instead of Mexicans sent hither from 
Mexico City. All the California politicians 
were strong for this “Home Rule” idea— 
especially Juan Bautista Alvarado of Mon- 
terey, and his crony, Castro, who capital- 
ized it as an issue, and bossed things po- 
litically in Northern California, aided by 


~ Alvarado’s uncle, General Mariano Guada- 


lupe Vallejo of Sonoma. This Big Three 
ruled Northern California, and kept Cali- 
fornia in a turmoil from 1836 up to our con- 
quest of California in 1846, owing to their 
unscrupulous greed for power, or rather for 
the political pickings that filled their 
pockets as self-appointed job-holders. 

Then an event happened that made Al- 
varado and Castro mortal enemies of Los 
Angeles, and robbed our city of its legal 


‘rights for years. It seems that Congress- 


man Carillo had worked hard in Mexico 
City to advance the interests of his home 
town, Los Angeles—to such good effect, that 
on May 23, 1835, the Mexican Congress Iis- 
sued an official decree: “The pueblo (town) 


of Los Angeles in Alta (Upper) California, 


hereby created a cludad (city,) shall be the 
Capital of that Territory.” Los Angeles was 
the only culdad ever created in California, 
before we annexed it; and hence it can 
rightly boast of being not only the old 
but also the only city in pre-American 


fornia.

earing of the death of Governor 
Mexico appointed Colonel Marta- 
a’ Mexican politician, to be Gov- 
ernor of California. Governor Chico arrived 
at Santa Barbara about the middle of April, 
1836, and heard the Barbarenos talking 
about an unusual event that had just hap- 
pened at Los Angeles—the first lynching 
ever pulled off in California. 4 

It seems that Don Domingo Feliz of the 
Feliz Rancho (now Griffith Park) of Los 
Angeles—from whose family our Los Feliz 
Boulevard is named—had a wife who had 


become enamored of a Sonora vaquero, 


named Alipaz, with whom she eloped. Feliz 
spent two, years in a vain endeavor to get 
her to return to him, only to be black- 
guarded by her lover, Alipaz, whom the 


angry husband wounded in the ensuing 


fight. Finally he appealed to the Los An- 
geles officials, who arrested his wife at San 
Gabriel on March 24, 1836, and brought her 
to Los Angeles, where their friends and the 
officials tried to effect a reconciliation be- 


@are to thus puntsh them; so presentiy he 
cooled down, and pardoned them. Even 80. 
he had incurred the hatred of Los Angeles. 
At Santa Barbara he made himself ob- 
; and ‘then stirred up greater dis- 
content by ordering the arrest of Padre 
Duran, President of Missions, for refusing 
to take the oath of allegiance to Mexico. 
Chico was no worse than many other Mexi- 
can officials of his day; but the Monterey 
clique led by Alvarado and Castro, soon 
plotted to get rid of him—so that they 
might seize his double job for themselves 
—by magnifying his faults to the people, 
and playing upon his unpopularity in Call- 
fornia. Chico helped them out, by a scan- 
dalous episode that he soon was es in. 
at Monterey. 


As he was deserted by the Monterey 
troops, and threatened by the plotters, 
Chico agreed on July 29, to give up the 
governorship and go back to Mexico; but 
he refused to grant their impudent order— 
which plainly exposed their own ignoble 
aims—that he should hand over his office to 
Castro. Instead of that, he now handed 
over to Gutierrez both the civil governhor- 
ship and military chieftainship, and safled 
for Mexico aboard the Clementine, on July 
31, 1836.

place, although Alipaz. and his brother 
threatened Feliz with their vengeance. On 
March 26th, Feliz left Los Angeles for the 
Feliz Rancho, with his wife riding behind 
him on his saddle-horse. Outside the town, 
Alipaz rode up and attacked him with a 
dagger. Feliz’s wife threw her arms around 
her husband, from her seat behind ‘him, 
thus pinioning his arms—in which defense- 
less state, Alipaz stabbed and killed him. 


She and Alipez then dragged Feliz’s body 
with a lasso to an adjacent ravine, where 
they half-covered jt with leaves and dirt; 
and then rode off southward. Three days 
later, Feliz’s body was discovered, and the 
crime was thus exposed. The two guilty 
ones were at once arrested and brought 
back to Los Angeles, amidst the greatest 
excitement; as never before in California 
had such an atrocious. crime been com- 
mitted. As a rule, the California women 
were devoted and faithful wives, and alto- 
gether an admirable lot of ladies; and thus 
this lapse aroused the married Angelenos to 
a frenzy, that soon resulted in stern action. 
Many prominent Angelenos met at the 
house of the estimable American, John Tem- 
ple—from whom Temple street is named— 
and proceeded to form a Junta Defensora 
(Defensive Council)—the first Vigilance 
Committee ever organized in California. This 
junta demanded of the officials that fie 
prisoner be turned over to it; and on their 
refusal to do so, the junta marched on our 
local jail, took Alipaz outdoors, and shot 
him at 4:30 p.m. on April 7, 1836. Half an 
hour later, they also executed Feliz’s wife, 
as a fearful example of the future fate 
awaiting such evil-doers. 

Governor Chico had brought to California 
with him a pretty woman known as Dona 
Cruz, whom he said was his niece, but who 
really was his mistress—a fair frail female 
that finally led to his own utter undoing, 
here in California. Chico therefore thought 
Los Angeles’s stern correction of crimes 
affecting chastity, on the side, was a most 
reprehensible affair; and soon after his ar- 
rival at Monterey on May ist, he sent Gu- 
tierrez to Los Angeles with a body of troops 
to preserve the peace there. Not content 
with this, Governor Chico presefitly came in 
person to Los Angeles, where he imprisoned 
‘all of the prominent Angelenos involved in 
this historic lynching, and threatened to 
execute all.of them. However, he did not

California Junta were thus far, but not 
wholly triumphant; for Acting Governor Gu- 
tierrez now held the reins of power, instead 
of Castro and Alvarado’s doing so, as they 
had planned. Undismayed, however, - this 
precious pair of perpetual plotters now pro- 
ceeded to plan how to get rid of Gutierrez, 
and seize hig jobs for themselves. For, not- 
withstanding all their lofty language, and 
specious high-flown aims—on paper—these 
men were merek out to get big jobs that 
paid large salaries, and hence allowed the 
job-holders to live at ease, without working. 


Gutierrez was a loyal Mexican of- 
ficer, and did his duty as he saw it. So, 
when the plotters impudently requested him 
to turn over the Civil Governorship to the 
senior Vocal, he naturally refused to-do it, 
as he had no legal right to do so. 


Alvarado deliberately provoked a quarrel 
with Gutierrez, who had rightly reproved 
him for violating Ms duty as a customs- 
officer; and a row ensued between them, 
with the renegade friar Angel Ramirez 
egging Alvadaro on to defy the Governor. 
Gutierrez menaced both with proper punish- 
ment, wherupon these plotters took to the 
bosque (woods,) and soon foregathered with 
Castro at San Juan Bautista, which they 
made the headquarters for their long- 
planned uprising. A phony diputacion, 
made up of these schemers and their pals, 
met here, and gravely voted that if Gov- 
ernor Gutierrez would not let loose of the 
Civil Governorship so some other deserving 
patriot could get a chance to draw a salary 
as such, then he must be deposed, and ex- 
fled to Mexico, just as had been done to 
Chico by these same schemers. Castro then 
proceeded to stir up the Northern Call- 
fornians to revolt; whilst Alvarado posted 
off to get his uncle, Vallejo, to join the plot, 
Canny Vallejo refused, however, to lend 
them his aid, but promised not to oppose 
them; so the plotters had. to be content 
with that negative assurance. 


All of the government horses were cap- 
tured by a confederate of theirs; and Cas 
tro soon had seventy-five mounted Call- 
fornians in his “army.” Meanwhile, Alva 
rado had hired the services of a band of 
twenty-five Anglo-Saxon mercenaries, under 
the Tennesseean, Isaac Graham, composed 
of American frontiersmen and British and 
American sailors who had deserted their 
ships at various times, and now hung out 


at Grabda mes whisky met far 
Monterey. 


. On November 3, 1836, Alvarado and Cas- 
tro matebed this motley army clove to 
terey; and when night fell upon the town, 
they stole in and took possession of the cas- 
tillo, without opposition. Then the con- 
spirators sent word to Governor Gutlerrez, 
demanding his surrender. However, scent- 
ing trouble in the distance, Gutierrez had 
carefully removed all the gunpowder from 
the armory, and hence he now deemed him- 
self safe from attack, as there was no other 
powder available for the rebels. But the 
latter opened enough of their musket-cart- 
ridges to load the only cannon that they 
could find a cannon-ball to fit. Cosme Pena, 
later the hero (or victim) of the famous 
“Bull-Calf Revolution” in Los Angeles, was 
appointed chief gunner; and after he had 
spent fifteen minutes in reading a copy of 
artillery drill, he aimed the gun at the com- 
mandant’s house in the Presidio, wherein 


Gutierrez had taken refuge, and very neatly : 


planted this lone cannon-ball in the roof. 


As all but thirty-five of his soldiers had 
now deserted him, and he saw the impos- 
sibility of further resistance, Gutierrez’s 
decision was instantly hastened by this fron 
messenger of war that had been fired 
through his roof; and thus he surrendered, 
on November 5, and was deported by the 
rebels on November 11, to Cape San Lu- 
cas, Lower California—the most outrageous 
and utterly uncalled-for State crime ever 
perpetrated in California, and an outrage in- 
spired solely by the sordid greed of half a 
dozen Northern California politicians. 
Southern California not only had no hand 
in this plot, but did not even know of it, 
until the affair was all over, and the north- 
ern schemers had seized control of the Call- 
fornia government, to profit their own 
pockets. Negrete’s denunciation of this 
base conspiracy and the conspirators still 
remains a classic of Old California; and his 
stinging verses were jeeringly spd com 
Santa Barbara to San Diego.

However, on November 6, 1836, Alvarado 
proclaimed to an amazed world, and our 
astounded Southern California, that hence- 
forth California was a free and sovereign 
State—and, contradictorily, he said that 
California's official motto was— Federation 
or Death!” 
and would hold aloof from Mexico, until no 
longer oppressed by the present dominant 
faction, called (the) Central Government” 
of Mexico—meaning, of course, until Mexico 


quit interfering with Alvarado’s ambitiofi to 


rule California as its Governor, by force if 
need be, since he otherwise had not been 
able to obtain it lawfully. 

This same day when California was thus 
proclaimed an independent State by the 
Monterey plotters, the latter “appointed” 
General Vallejo as Military Chief of Cali- 
fornia, to act as a figurehead, and thus 
mask Alvarado’s real designs. As to what 
these were, and how he usurped power and 
ruled all California by the strong hand 
alone, as a mere tyrant, and rank rebel 
against Mexico—and how Los Angeles re- 
peatedly fought him and his criminal ambi- 
tion—is another stirring tale, to be nar- 
rated later. But one important resuit of his 
proclamation of California, was to soon 
awaken great interest in England, as to the 
possibility of Great Britain's acquiring Call- 


fornia for itself; now that California said it 


was free of Mexico. 

Quite possibly, Alvarado had already 
agreed to offer England a protectorate over 
his Free and Sovereign” California; but if 
so, his schemes to this effect were speedily 
knocked in the head by militant Los An- 
geles, which boldly defied him, and hence 
may have saved California for the Unfted 
States—whereas otherwise, the flag of 
Great Britain might float over it today.

HE celebrated Spanish explorer, Don 

Sebastian Vizcaino, one of the ablest 
and bravest sea captains of all Spain, made 
his first spectacular entry into California 
history, in the famous taking of the Manila 
galleon, Santa Ana, off Cape San Lucas, 
Lower California, on November 4, 1587, by 
the renowned English buccaneer, Thomas 
Cavendish. After a thrilling five hours’ sea- 
fight, the great galleon, with its golden 
cargo, had been captured (as Bishop Sala- 
zar of Manila complained to the King of 
Spain) “by this English youth, 22 years old, 
with his wretched vessel and forty or fifty 
companions of his, and had gone away 
laughing” at the discomfitted Dons. Caven- 
dish plundered it of a million and a half of 
treasure, after taking it to the Lower Call- 
fornia sea coast, at Aguada Segura. 


After loading his two little vessels with 
all the loot from the galleon that they could 
carry, Cavendish set the galleon on fire, 
watched it burn nearly to the water’s edge; 
fired a gun over it, as a parting requiem; 
and then sailed westward to the East In- 
dies, England, and a knighthood, leaving the 
dejected Spanish crew and passengers of 
the galleon on the California shore, along 
with food, wine and planks with which to 
build huts or make a boat to carry them 
over to the mainland of Mexico. Amongst 
these castaways, was the Spanish pilot, Viz- 
caino, who wasted no time weeping over the 
burning hulk of the galleon, but hastened 
to rally around him a few bold spirits, who 
dashed through the surf, as the flaming ship 
neared the shore, and boarded it. Aided by 
a rain, they succeeded in quenching the 
flames; and spurred on by Vizcaino, they 
boarded up the sides of the hulk well 
enough 
Spahiards across the Gulf of California to 
Mexico, where Vizcaino was hailed as a 
hero, and was thanked by both King and 
Viceroy for his services in this rescue, — 


' Vizeaino was always a go-getter, so he 
now deemed it wise to get his, whilst the 
getting was good. He applied to the Vice- 
roy in 1593 for permission to engage in 
pearl-fishing in the Gulf of California—then 
a royal monopoly—alleging his services 
and the fact that he had lost his whole for- 
tune aboard the ill-fated Santa Ana. Next 
year, he and his partmers were granted a 
twenty-year provisional license to fish for 
pearls there, on condition that he took along 
two padres to convert the Indians, and also 
built a fort on the southern end of Lower 
California “whereby could be defended the 
whole coast where the Englishman Don 
Tomas (Cavendish) had captured and 
robbed the ship Santa Ana.” In 1595 this 
concession was ratified; and in August, 
1596, Vizcaino set sail from Mexico, and 
landed at Santa Cruz, which he now re- 
named La Paz (its present name,) on ac-

This venture of Vizcaino brought him no 
gain, and, on his return to Mexico, he sent 
a memorandum to the Viceroy, asking that 
he be permitted to make a voyage of ex- 
ploration along the Upper California Coast. 
The Viceroy transmitted his request to the 
King of Spain in 1597, with his own ap- 
proval. (A royal order of 1585 had suspend- 
ed private explorations along the California 
Coast; and that was why Vizcaino and the 
Viceroy now had to obtain the King’s con- 
sent to any new ones there.) 

When King Philip Ill ascended tit 
throne, he found this request, and also Los 
Rios’s memorial concerning the lone-sought- 
for Strait of Anian; which so interested His 
Majesty, that in 1599 he issued an order to 
the Viceroy, to once more attempt “the dis- 
covery and settlement of California.” The 


objects in view were the protection of the 
Manila galleons along our coast, and the 
finding of the Strait of Anian, if possible. 
On November 10, 1602, his expedition 
landed in a harbor that Cabrillo had named 
San Miguel, but to which Vizcaino now 


gave its present name of San Diego, in 


honor of his flagship. It much reminded 
him of San Luear harbor in Spain; and he 
stayed here until November 20, to rest his 
men. Thence he sailed northward, sighting 
and naming San Clemente, San Nicolas, 
Santa Barbara, and Santa Catalina Islands,
